stenographer In preparation for the 
fvress. 
The secret made of the governor’s 
movement during the last few days 
was cleared when he returned. 
He 
•pent the last five days on Cleveland 
F 
Dodge’s yacht Coronia, a sailing 
craft of less than 180 tons burden. The 
governor said the cruise was a pleas­ 
ant one, extending into Long Island 
•mind. 


Friend Offers Use of Yacht. 


“ Ju st as I had completed my plan s 
for a week away from interruption at 
a friend’s country place my old friend 
and classmate, Cleveland 
H. Dodge, 
generously suggested that I take hi a 
yacht and run into quiet waters some­ 
where as a complete escape from busi­ 
ness.

Washington, Ju ly 30.— The adminis­ 
tration is lining up for a fight in 
congress in defense of its policy of 
the conservation of the water (rowers 
of the country and in this instance 
President Taft has behind him such 
men as Gifford Pinchot, former chief 
of the forestry bureau, and other con 
servatlon leaders. 
Secretary of W ar Stimson developed 
the issue when he upset the old policy 
of the war department of form ally ap­ 
proving, without 
reference 
to com 
mercial and other conditions, the bills 
annually passed by congress for the 
•rection of dams and the utilization 
of water powers in streams under the 
control of the national government 
Tho secretary instructed the army en 
gingers to report in every case wheth 
©r the project had any commercial 
value at present; whether that value 
was likely to enhance in the future; 
whether the 
particular 
stream was 
likely to he improved at the public ex­ 
pense and other data. 
Im m ediately 
protests 
came 
from 
congressmen who are furthering bills 
for the development of water powers. 
The secretary, backed by President 
Taft, served an ultimatum on these 
senators and representatives that no 
water power hill would be approved 
by the war department unless In each 
bill a clause is inserted looking to the 
division of the profits with the nation­ 
al government. 
Word came from the Capitol to the 
w ar department that a combination 
had been effected of the congressmen 
who believe that the capitalists who 
are willing to undertake the risk of 
developing the water powers were en­ 
titled to all the reward realized from 
their speculation and that an effort Is 
to be made Wednesday to bring up all 
these measures in an omnibus bill, al- 
teady favorably reported, and put It 
through the house. 
This notice has 
caused the administration to rally Its 
forces for a big fight on the floor.
